(3).  Nursing  in  the  Home,  Nature  of  ..Irrangements  in  the  Area. 

{a)  General. — Practically  all  the  Villages  in  the  District  have 
the  services  of  a Parish  Nurse,  some  of  the  Nurses 
serving  two  or  three  villages. 

{h)  For  Infectious  Diseases,  Measles,  etc. — Infectious  disease 
cases  are  generally  nursed  by  their  parents  as  the  Parish 
Nurse  has  to  do  the  Midwifery.  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever  are  sent  to  Isolation 
Hospitals. 

(3) .  Mid-wives. — There  is  no  employment  of  or  subsidy  to, 

practising  mid-wives  by  the  Local  Authority.  There 
are  a few  mid-wives  practising  in  the  District,  but  most 
of  the  midwifery  is  done  by  the  Parish  Nurses. 

(4) .  Maternal  Mortality. — There  were  two  deaths  from  other 

puerperal  diseases.  No  deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis.

Laboratory  Facilities. — Bacteriological  aids  to  diagnosis 
are  used  when  necessary,  the  specimens  are  sent  to 
the  County  Laboratory  at  Winchester  who  carry  out 
the  examination,  free  of  cost,  outfits  being  supplied 
free.  The  rc])ort  is  sent  direct  to  the  Medical  man  send- 
ing the  specimen  (and  if  positiv’c,  at  the  same  time, 
a copy  of  tlic  report  is  sent  to  me)  and  a similar  outfit 
is  returned  with  the  report.  Swabs  of  Diphtheria 
Contacts  arc  taken  and  sent  for  examination,  samples 
of  milk  were  taken  anti  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory 
for  examination  for  Tubercle.

— There  is  a Maternity  ^Vard  at  the  Royal 
Hants  County  Hospital,  Winchester,  where  bad  cases 
can  be  sent,  the  patients  pay  the  fee  when  able. 

The  Maternity  Ward  at  theDroxford  Poor  Law  Institution 
is  only  used  in  cases  of  emergency,  the  cases  being 
sent  to  Gosport,  Havant  or  \Vinchester. 

There  is  a Maternity  ^Vard  at  Shcdfield  Nursing  Home. 

(3)  Children. — Are  sent  to  Portsmouth,  Winchester,  South- 

ampton Hospitals  and  there  is  a Nursing  Home  at 
Shedfield,  where  children  are  admitted. 
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(4)  0^/?ers.  -The  Hospitals  available  for  the  District  are 
Winchester.  Portsmouth  and  Southampton  Hospitals. 
All  situated  outside  the  District.  'I'he  accommodation 
is  ample  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  District,  admission 
being  obtained  by  letters  from  their  doctor,  and  there 
are  Contributory  Insurance  Schemes  in  eoimection  with 
the  above  Hospitals.

A few  unmarried  mothers  are  provided  for  at  Gosport, 
Havant,  or  Winchester  (outside  the  District).  The  Maternity 
Ward  at  the  Droxford  Poor  liiw  Institution  is  only  used  for 
cases  of  emergency. 

Some  illegitimate  infants  are  provided  for  at  the  Droxford 
Poor  Law  Institution. 

Homeless  children  are  admitted  to  the  Droxford  Poor 
Law  Institution  and  if  of  school  age,  are  sent  to  Children’s  Homes.

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Section  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(1)  (i)  Water. — The  Parishes  of  Bishop’s  Waltham,  Ciiniridge, 

Denmead,  Ilambledon,  Shedficld,  Swaiimore,  and 
Wickham  are  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the  Gosport 
Waterworks  ('ompany.  tlie  Portsmouth  Water  Company 
and  the  Southanpdon  County  Borough  respectively. 

The  District  Council  have  commenced  a scheme  for  the 
supply  of  water  to  West  Meon,  which  should  be  com- 
pleted during  the  coming  year. 

Negotiations  are  in  hand  for  extending  the  mains  in  the 
Parish  of  Denmcad. 

The  remaining  i)arts  of  the  District,  not  within  the  Statu- 
tory areas  of  the  above  Water  Comjmnies,  are  supplied 
by  wells,  river  water  and  undergronnd  rain  water 
tanks. 

I have  analysed  eighteen  sanijiles  of  water  and  three 
were  found  to  be  ])olluted  and  action  taken. 

(//)  Drainage  and  Seiverage. — 'rhere  are  no  scluanes  or  disposal 
works  in  the  District,  with  the  sole  excejition  of  Knowle 
Mental  Hospital,  a County  Institution  having  its  own 
installation. 

(2)  Rivers  and  Streams. — 'I'he  River  Hamble  is  polluted  by 

foul  matter  from  Bislioji’s  U'altham.  The  water  is 
not  used  for  domestic  purposes.

Section  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(fl).  Milk  Supply. — At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  319 
Cowkeepers,  etc.,  registered.  Most  of  the  milk  pro- 
duced in  the  District  is  sold  wholesale.  About  10 
per  cent,  retail  within  the  District. 

There  are  about  3,700  Milch  Cows  in  the  District,  and 
346  visits  were  made  to  Cowsheds  and  Dairies.  71 
samples  of  milk  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Medical  Ol'ficer  for  examination  for  the  presence  of 
Tubercle. 

{b).  Meat  and  Other  Foods. — Two  hundred  and  twenty  visits 
were  made  to  Slaughterhouses  and  Knackers  Yards 
during  the  year,  and  the  following  meat  was  (>ondemned  : 

Five  pig  carcases  affected  with  Tuberculosis  and  one 
cow’s  carcase,  together  with  offal,  affected  with 
Tuberculosis. 

Butchers’  Shops,  Fishmongers,  Fried  Fish  Shops  and 
Butchers’  Small  Goods  Manufacturers’  Premises 
were  periodically  visited.

Section  F.  PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  were  46  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified,  42  of  which 
were  sent  to  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  rest  were  isolated  in  their  own  houses  and  disinfected 
afterwards.  No  death. 

There  were  5 eases  of  Diphtheria  notified,  all  of  which 
were  sent  to  Isolation  Hospital.  The  contacts  were  swabbed. 
No  death. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  District  Council. 
A supply  is  kept  by  me  and  any  medical  man  requiring  Antitoxin 
for  use  in  the  ease  of  poor  people  can  get  it  by  applying  to  me. 

I'our  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified,  all  were  sent  to 
Isolation  Hospital. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  cases  of  Chickenpox  were  notified. 
Six  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified. 

Two  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  at  Knowle  Mental 
Hospital. 

Malaria. — No  case. 

There  was  one  case  of  Puerperal  Sepsis  notified.  No 

death. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  other  Puerperal  Diseases, 
who  died  outside  the  District,  they  were  not  notified  in  the 
District. 
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Twenty-one  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified.  There 
were  seven  deaths.  There  arc  still  eases  of  Pneumonia  that 
are  not  notified. 

Influenza  was  fairly  prev^alent  durinfi;  the  year.  There 
were  seven  deaths. 

Bacteriological  aids  to  diagnosis  are  used  when  necessary, 
the  specimens  arc  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  at  Winchester, 
who  cany  out  the  examinations,  free  of  cost,  outfits  being  sup- 
plied free.  The  report  is  sent  direct  to  the  Medical  man  sending 
the  specimens  (and  if  ])ositive  at  the  same  time  a eo])y  of  the 
Report  is  sent  to  me)  and  a similar  outfit  is  returned  with  the 
Report. 

Swabs  of  Diphtheria  Contacts  arc  taken  and  sent  for 
examination  ; all  the  eases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  sent  to  Isolation 
Hospital,  except  four  ; all  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  sent  to 
Isolation  Hospital  and  the  houses,  etc.,  disinfected  afterwards. 
The  four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fevcn-  r(‘maining  in  their  own  homes, 
were  isolated,  supplied  with  disinfectants  and  the  houses,  ete., 
disinfected  afterwards. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  District.  The 
District  Council  have  made  arrangements  w'ith  the  Alton  Council 
and  Fareham  Urban  District  Council  to  take  cases  into  their 
Isolation  Hospitals. 

Fifty-two  children  w'cre  immunized  against  Diphtheria 
during  the  year. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  tests  knowm  as  the  Schick 
and  Dick  Tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  Distriet. 

No  Primary  Vaccinations  or  Re-Vaccinations  have  been 
performed  by  me  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention) 
Regulations,  1917. 

The  School  Teachers  of  the  several  Schools  notify  the 
County  Medical  Officer  and  myself,  any  cases  of  infectious  disease 
coming  to  their  notice.  Children  and  families  where  there  are 
cases  of  infectioiis  disease  are  excluded  from  scliool. 

There  are  no  facilities  available  in  the  District  for  the 
cleaning  and  disinfection  of  verminous  jjersons  and  their  belong- 
ings. Such  persons  are  supplied  wdth  ])rinted  instructions 
relating  to  methods  for  cleaning  and  disinfection.  Sometimes 
a family  will  come  into  the  Poor  Law^  Institution  where  they 
are  dealt  with. 

There  were  .'U  deaths  from  Cancer  during  the  year,  the 
cases  go  to  the  several  Hospitals  sujiplying  the  needs  of  the 
Distriet,  where  Radium  treatment  is  available.
